Status of Claims 

1 . This action is responsive to amendment filed on May 9, 2007, where Applicant traversed 
the restriction requirement and provisionally elected Group I. Claims 1,3-13,15,22,24-30,32- 
37,39-49,51-58,60-70,72-78 are pending.

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, filed 5/9/2007, with respect to the restriction requirement of 
claims 1,3-13,15,22,24-30,32-37,39-49,51-58,60-70,72-78 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The restriction requirement of 4/10/2007 has been withdrawn. 

4. Furthermore, Applicant's arguments, filed 10/4/2006, with respect to the art rejections of

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pertinent to Applicants disclosure (and cited in previous PTO Forms 892), either only teach 
minor aspects of the invention or only teach the general environment of the invention. The prior 
art, neither singly or in combination, do not teach the claim limitations. 

The particular novel feature of the invention (as mentioned in the claims) is how the 
unified communication system receives an unencrypted message from a user who is at a 
requesting device, the unified system sending a first prompt to the user for the user to select 
encryption of the message, sending a second prompt to the user for the user to input an 
encryption key, encrypting the received unencrypted message by using the encryption key that 
was input by the user, wherein the unified system employs a resource for executing the 
encryption and this resource is distinct from the requesting device, and then the unified system 
outputting the final encrypted message to a destination based on user profile attributes for the 
destination.
